“ The effect of these diver­ 
sions,” he said, “ would be to 
seriously delay long overdue 
highway improvements.” 


Tlie Grand Raptds attorney 
•aid Gov. Milliken readily ack­ 
nowledges that Michigan has ob- 


solete roads. But Vander Veen 
said Milliken *8 views regarding 
the diversion of funds 
are in­ 
consistent. 


Vander Veen said it is possi­ 
ble that the commission could 
make sufficient cuts in the de­ 
partment’s administrative bud­ 
get, but they would have to be 
made from funds set aside for 
roadside maintenance and trav­ 
el service.

Newsmen View 
Ray's Security 


NASHVILLE. Tenn. (AP) 
James Earl Ray wiU live for the 
next six weeks or so in a prison 
cell nine feet long and six feet 
wide, with the Negro slayer of a 
pDliceman as his nearest neigh­ 
bor. 


The confessed assassin of Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr., will oc­ 
cupy the cell—No. 4 in the state 
penitentiary’s maximum securi­ 
ty section —r while undergoing 
orientation and classification. 


Then, Warden Lake Russell 
raid Tuesday, Ray will be as­ 
signed a p'ison job arai treated 
as far as possible like other in­ 
mates 
while 
serving 
Ume 
as^'ini^t his 99-year sentence. It 
will be 30 years before Ray, 41, 
can be eligible for parole. 


In the occupied cell closest to 
him is William Garvin Allen, a 
Black Power advocate convict­ 
ed earlier this year of killing a 
member of the Nashvfie police 
force. 


Allen said he had no special 
feeiing about his prosamity to 
Rny. 


“ As far a.s I am concerned.” 
said Allen, “ society is what 
killed King” 


Living in the security section 
will mark a distinct change 
from the fishbowl existence Ray 
led in the Memphis jail while he 


waited eight mcmtiis for disposi­ 
tion of his case. 


Tuesday night, about 12 hours 
after Ray’s dapartui-e ft>r Nash­ 
ville in a caravan of dght state 
highway 
patrol 
cars, 
Shelby 
County Sheriff William Morris 
Jr. gave newsmen their first 
look at what “ maxsimum securi- 
tj'” had meant in MemiAis, 


Morris led newsmen through 
the six steel doors which hai 
stood between Ray and 
the 
“outside.” The doors led to a 14 
by 35 foot third-floor cellblock, 
painted black and green. 


Ray had never been alone in 
that room. Prom the time he ar­ 
rived after being returned fixam 
London last summer, he had 
shared the quarters with shifts 
of two guards. 


The lights were always on. 
Alomg one side of the room 
are five one-man cells. Ray 
washed aiwi used an electric 
shaver in Cell 1. He could sleep 
in Cell 3 or 4, whichever he 
wanted. 


He and the two guards with 
him were under constant sur­ 
veillance by closed circuit tele­ 
vision.

Two persons we^e injured and 
windows were broken to a num­ 
ber of downtown Durham, N.C. 
stores after a student protest 
march Tuesday night. Police re­ 
ported some looting and two 
buses damaged. 


At Harvard, four men and a 
woman

around. There was fighting be­ 
tween the demonstrators and 
police before they were arrested 
for trespass. 


H i^ schools in Los Angeles, 
New York City and Paterson, 
N.J. were the scenœ ot protêts 
that broui^t ptrfice into play. 


Princeton and Howard Uni­ 
versities were the sites of sit-ins 
and the girls at BrktrcM , a 
fashionable girl’s school outside 
New York, were staging a pro­ 
test. Barnard girls went (back to 
their dorms. 


Durham Violence 
The violeice at Durham came 
after a rally in a downtown park 
by students from Duke Univer­ 
sity and North Carolina College. 
They were-protesting ttie Duke 
adminis^ation’s rejecticui of Ne­ 
gro students’ demands for equal 
representation witti faculty on a 
committee to estabUsii a black 
studies program. 


Of the five persons arrested at 
Harvard, three were identified 
as students at Columbia Univer­ 
sity in New York City, studying 
for doctoral degrees in behav- 
ioraJ psychology. The men were 
held in $5,000 bond each. 


There was no immediate ex­ 
planation as to why the five dis­ 
rupted the class. 


In Los Angeles, Negro teen-a­ 
gers rampaged through or out­ 
side 11 public schools on the sec- 
<md day of a protest aimed at 
paralyzing schools until certain 
demands are met. 


At four schools fires broke 
out. Windows were smashed and 
tables and desks overturned at 
another. Twelve persons were 
arrested on m i s d e m e a n o r 
charges.

Lead^s of the protest are de­ 
manding Nept) officials at Ne- 
pt) schools and programs of 
black studies. The unrest grew 
after 200 persons were cleared 
fi’om a junior high school hall­ 
way by police last Friday. 


IVcniWe flared anew at East­ 
ern 
District High School in 
Brooklyn but sdiool administra­ 
tors promised to keep the school

school was shut down last Fri­ 
day after discwd^s by students 
demanding the ouster of the 
dean of boys.
